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ROY L. M. BOE 
President 


For Roy Boe, the 45-year-old president of the New York 
Islanders, this past hockey season was his most gratifying in the 
brief three-year history of the club. Now that Boe has achieved 
one of his two major goals, a championship for the American 
Basketball Association New York Nets, Roy has his sights set on 
his other goal, a Stanley Cup title for the New York Islanders. 


Just six years ago, Roy Boe was completely involved in the gar- 
ment industry with Boe Jests clothes. Then he purchased the 
Westchester Bulls, a farm team of the New York Football Giants, 
which he transferred to Long Island after one season. In 1969, 
Boe obtained the Nets from Arthur Brown and started a major 
rebuilding program, culminating with the purchase of Julius 
Erving and the ABA championship in 1974. In 1972, Boe 
continued his rapid rise in the professional sports business 
when he obtained an NHL franchise for the Nassau Coliseum. In 
just three years of major league hockey, Roy has seen his infant 
islanders become the most talked about hockey club in the 
NHL. To his credit, the energetic Boe has acquired four of the 
game’s top future superstars — 1972 top amateur Bill Harris, 
1974 Rookie of the Year Denis Potvin, 1974 first round amateur 
Clark Gillies and 1975 top amateur Pat Price. 


To aid in the development of these fine young prospects, Boe 
acquired Racquet & Rink in Farmingdale as a permanent 
practice site. Roy is fully committed to achieving his goal of a 
Stanley Cup title for the Islanders, but his past experiences in 
professional sports have taught him that to do so at the expense 
of the fans is not the Boe style. Roy promised to hold the lineon 
ticket prices for two seasons in 1974 and is happy to keep a 
commitment to the people who have supported the Islanders 
since their inception. 


WILLIAM A. TORREY 
Vice President and 
General Manager 


The man in charge of the day to day operation of the entire New 
York Islanders hockey club is their Vice President and General 
Manager — Bill Torrey. At the announcement of his signing in 
February of 1972, Torrey was asked how long it would take for 
the Long Island club to reach contender status. Torrey’s answer 


was "You've got to take your lumps down the line, but | expect it 
will take about five years.” 


Familiar with the problems inherent with an expansion hockey 
club from his two-year tenure as Vice President of the Oakland 
Seals, the 40-year-old Montreal native was sincere in his 
evaluation of the time limit it would take to build a contending 
team. Through excellent drafting of such fine young players as 
Denis Potvin, Bill Harris and Clark Gillies and excellent trades 
like the acquisition of J. P. Parise and Jude Drouin, Torrey is 
well ahead of his own timetable. 


In only their third NHL season, Torrey has developed a young 
hockey club equal to any in the NHL. Their rapid rise can be 
credited to Torrey’s dual philosophy of building with young 
players and combining experience to aid in the development of 
the young prospects. Although last year was a tremendous 
success both on and off the ice, General Manager Torrey is not 
going to sit still and expect the same results. To his credit, the 


Islanders have drafted and signed Pat Price, who was rated the 
top amateur in 1974. 


Now that the Islanders have "come of age,” Torrey has set his 
goal on bringing the Stanley Cup to Long Island. 


ALGER J. ARBOUR 
Coach of the New York Islanders 


Although many people laughed at Arbour’s predition for the 
youthful club, few who witnessed the "Incredible Islanders’” 
third year will ever again question an Arbour prediction. For the 
42-year-old Sudbury, Ont. native, who was named Coach of the 
Islanders on June 10, 1973, the past season was an experience 
he wiil never forget. In just their third season in the NHL, Arbour 
led the Islanders to a third place finish in the tough Lester 
Patrick Division, equalling the points of the second-place New 
York Rangers, but losing out on the basis of most victories. !n 
the opening round of the Stanley Cup playoffs, the Islanders 
upset their crosstown rival Rangers in a best of three series with 
an overtime goal in the final game at Madison Square Garden. 


Following the victory over the Rangers, the Islanders met the 
Pittsburgh Penguins in the quarter-final series. After losing the 
first three games in the best of seven series, the Islanders won 
four straight games to defeat the Penguins and become only the 
second professional sports team in history to come from behind 
three games to none. The semi-final series against Philadelphia 
typified the Islanders’ season. Again, the club lost the first three 
games, but Arbour’s kids refused to die. Once again, they 
managed three straight victories to set up the historic seventh 
game in Philadelphia on May 13, 1975 with Kate Smith at the 
Spectrum to sing “God Bless America.” The Flyers ended the 
Islanders’ magic with a 4-1 victory in the deciding game. 


For Arbour, who was named Coach of The Year by the Hockey 
News, the 1974-75 season was a phenominal success, but the 
veteran of twelve NHL season with Chicago, Detroit, Toronto 
and St. Louis is not satisfied with just being a Stanley Cup semi- 
finalist. The only thing that will make Al Arbour happy is a 
Stanley Cup.

Jim Pickard, the former equipment manager of the California Golden 
Seals, has been with the Islanders since their inception, except to 
enter private business in the 1973-74 season.
